Fiscal court to hear 
pros/cons on Dec. 13

The Grant County Fiscal Court pain to 
hear more public comments about a proposed 
emergency services taxing district at 6 p.m. 
on Dec. 13. 

The Grant County Fire Chiefs’ Association 
proposed an emergency services tax last year 
to to help generate revenue for both fire and 
ambulance services. 

After initially proposing a tax rate of 11 
cents per $100 assessed value, the association 
dropped the rate to 7.5 cents, which would 
cost taxpayers $75 on a $100,000 home. 

It is estimated the 7. 5 percent tax rate 
would generate about $600,000 per year. 

Williamstown and Dry Ridge residents 
would be exempt from the tax because their 
cities already spend $1.1 million on fire and 
EMS protection. 

The maximum the rate could ever be is 20 
cents per $100 assessed value on property, if 
approved by the taxing district board. 

The fiscal court has attempted to address 
the funding issue by discussing an ambulance 
taxing district that would have an initial rate 
set at 1.5 cents per $100 assessed property or 
about $15 for a home valued at $100,000. 

The fire chiefs have argued that the ambu¬ 
lance tax, which has since been tabled indefi¬ 
nitely, would not generate enough revenue. 

The court also passed a fire ordinance in 
May that charges residents $25 on their tax 
bill for fire protection.

Jenny 
Dietz, Paige Allen and Donnie Dyer took the 
oath of office. Ted Fisk was absent from the 
meeting.

Shirley Wilson, who has 
spent 30 years in the circuit 
clerk’s office, was beaten by 
Republican challenger Tina 
Beach Melton by 1,824 votes. 

“I was so excited and 
thankful seeing that when the 
numbers were coming in I 
was winning, especially down 
in the south of the county,” 
Melton said. “Mike and I real¬ 
ly enjoyed going down there 
and meeting the people. We 
went on roads we’ve never 
been on before. The people 


were so nice. To know that I 
won that precinct, just made 
me very happy.” 

Melton, who campaigned 
on offering a fresh perspective 
to the office, has said she

OUR OPINION 

Time to remove 
the blindfolds 

Gov. Steve Beshear’s announcement in July that he 
would form a panel to review cases of child deaths and 
near-deaths handled by the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services’ Department of Community Based 
Services was good news and offered hope that, at long 
last, the department would be thoroughly reviewed in a 
way that would restore public confidence in the DCBS 
and its staff. 

But misgivings set in when the particulars of the 
panel were announced. 

The appointed members of the Child Fatality and 
Near Fatality External Review Panel — many of whom 
are administration or cabinet insiders — are tasked with 
recommending how children in Kentucky can be better 
protected. 

They’re not expected to fix anything personally. 

Most concerning is that because the panel is subject 
to open meetings laws, its members only will review 
redacted records. They won’t see what the cabinet 
doesn’t want them to. There is no overarching review. 

Beginning with a 2005 investigation by the Office of 
the Inspector General that found widespread systemic 
mishandling and abuses in the Lincoln Trail DCBS 
office, to recent court battles to open records related to 
deaths of at least three children under the cabinet’s juris¬ 
diction, it has become clear one of the major problems 
with DCBS is its lack of transparency. 

The cabinet claims state law allows it to withhold 
records, and provides the wherewithal to repeatedly 
fight open records challenges in court. 

Other state laws keep observers — media outlets and 
the public — out of courtrooms where life and death 
decisions about children are adjudicated. 

State laws also protected the jobs of caseworkers the 
inspector general’s inspection identified as playing roles 
in local cases. It also protected them from prosecution 
and continues to prevent the public from knowing where 
those caseworkers subsequently were assigned. 

Panel member Sen. Julie Denton, R-Louisville, said, 
“We can’t start with one hand tied behind our back. If we 
can’t get full reports or documents, you don’t know the 
whole story. How do we know that those documents 
aren’t critical to knowing how the system broke 
down?” 

Exactly. 

The veil of secrecy and its perpetuation through this 
review is a disservice to the public and DCBS employ¬ 
ees who, despite crippling caseloads, act in the best 
interest of children. 

It continues to beg the question: Who is being pro¬ 
tected — DCBS and some of its employees or Kentucky’s 
at-risk children? 

Are there systemic problems in DCBS or just a few 
bad apples and unfortunate circumstances? In its current 
structure, this blind, toothless panel can never tell us.

Ella Bobb has been diagnosed with 
C.O.RD, emphysema and other lung 
disorders, which make it difficult for 
her to breathe at different times. She 
has been hospitalized numerous times 
and has been in the D.R.F.D ambu¬ 


lance any number of times, usually 
accompanied by her daughter, Kitty. 
How they get to my house in 10 min¬ 
utes or less, I don’t know but we are 
thankful. 

As a family, over the last two to 
three years, we have learned to live 
with this situation. We rarely leave 
Ella alone, except when she demands 
it and only then for a short time. Both 
of our children live within two to 
three minutes of our farm and this has 
proved to be a blessing. 

After going three to four months 
without an attack, we decided it may 
be safe to leave her alone for a little 
while. Both Kevin, Kitty and I had a 
chance to do karaoke. Ella insisted 
that I go. 

Since I was only going to be 10 to 
12 miles away and both kids were 
going to be close by, we decided to do 
it. About an hour into this venture, I 
called Ella to make sure she’s alright. 

“I’mA-Ok,” she said. Another hour 
later I made another call. “Everything 
is fine,” she assured me. When I 
started home around 10 to 10:30p.m. 
I made another call to Ella. I’d be 
home in 20 minutes. No answer on 
either phone. So I dashed home to 
find Ella gone. Then I learned that she 
had called 911 and passed out. The 
first responder, Justin Richardson, 
could not get in, so he kicked in the 
door just as the EMT’s arrived and 
saved Ella’s life. 

Later they told me that when they 
broke in, Ella was not breathing and 
was turning blue. After they did what¬ 
ever they do so well. She was soon 
breathing and her color was return¬ 
ing. 

Ella spent three to four days in St. 
Elizabeth Hospital this time. We have 
had a couple more episodes in the last 
few months and we are now familiar 
with nebulizers, “C-Pap”, “Bi-Pap”, 
pulse ox, oxygen machines and so 
forth but let me make one thing crys¬ 
tal clear, if it wasn’t for the Dry Ridge 
Fire Department, I don’t know what 
we would do.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Live or live cut 
for the holidays? 

P icking out the perfect Christmas tree was some¬ 
thing that I used to take very serious: all the 
cleaning and moving of furniture and packing of 
boxes and light-stringing and unstringing required a 
tree worth the effort! I have scaled back in recent years 
but still see the fun in finding a tree that fits your space 
and holds precious ornaments with style. 

So which type of tree reflects your holiday? Do you 
get a fresh cut, artificial, balled and burlapped? Or do 
you just go out-of-town and let someone else do the 
decorating? All are certainly acceptable but there are 
different mles that apply to each. Obviously the artifi¬ 
cial ilk has few restrictions but there are some things to 
remember if you get a fresh cut or balled burlapped tree 
for planting after the holidays. 

Rucut the trunk 

When choosing a fresh cut tree use your sense of 
smell and touch, fresh trees will be more fragrant and 
the needles will be flexible yet firm. Certainly take into 
account the type of tree because the needles of a white 
pine will be softer than that of a Fraser fir. Also check 
the freshness by bouncing the butt of the trunk on the 
ground a couple of times to see how many needles actu¬ 
ally fall from the tree. A few green and brown needles 
are normal. 

If you are not quite ready to bring the tree in once 
you have purchased it then just get it in water and store 
it outside in the shade. The sooner you can get the trunk 
recut and in water the better.. .and in order to get your 
tree to drink you must have the stump end recut. The 
original cut sealed over long ago so no water will be 
absorbed unless a fresh cut is made. Get the folks at the 
garden center to recut the end just before you leave and 
pop it into a pale of water as soon as you get home. 

Ideally the trees will drink 
about a quart of water a day 
when fresh. 

The majority of fresh- 
cut trees that are purchased 
in Kentuckiana come from 
tree farms out of North 
Carolina and these growers 
are anticipating a bumper 
crop out of the state for 
2012 so we should see some 
quality trees at the local 
garden centers. Local u-cut 
operations are an option for 
live-cut trees, too. Check 
with your county extension 
for local growers.

Live-cut trees are a renewable resource and one that 
you can reuse and recycle in the garden once you are 
finished. If you have beds of iris or daylilies, for 
example, cut the branches from the used tree and place 
them over the crowns of the plants to prevent them 
from heaving out of the ground due to freezing and 
thawing. Remove the branches in early spring before 
new growth begins. 

Purchasing a balled and burlapped tree for the holi¬ 
days is a popular tradition for many families but it takes 
some special care. A live evergreen is not well-suited 
to the indoor environment during the holidays. Our 
homes are typically dry and warm and if a live ever¬ 
green (intended to live outside) is in this environment 
too long it will break dormancy; the tree should stay in 
the house for about one week, tops. Keep your house 
as cool as you can and make sure that the root ball stays 
moist. 

The logistics of having a live b and b tree can be 
tricky. Root balls can easily weigh 75 to 100 pounds so 
moving the tree in and out of the house is no easy task. 
Keep the size as small as possible, preferably no taller 
than six feet. A smaller tree can be moved around more 
easily without damaging the root ball; we want to make 
sure that the root ball remains intact and doesn’t loosen 
or cmmble under the weight of the tree. 

Since planting will take place shortly after Christmas 
be prepared for the weather at this rate the ground 
likely will not be freezing but it could be soggy wet, 
which could cause problems digging. Consider dig¬ 
ging your hole now and cover it with plastic so it is 
ready to go and you can get the tree in the ground right 
after Christmas.

Two things Jesus

However, residents can apply to opt out of the dues and 
receive their money back. 

The fiscal court has previously budgeted $25,000 for each 
of the five fire departments in the county, but no money has 
been set aside for ambulance services. 

The Dry Ridge Fire Department and Rural Metro are the 
two ambulance providers in the county. 

Along with several letters of support, the fire chiefs’ asso¬ 
ciation presented the court a petition with 2,531 signatures of 
registered voters/land owners on it. 

Only 1,067 signatures were required on the petition to bring 
the issue to the court and 1,425 signatures were validated by 
the county clerk. 

Everything in the fire chiefs’ three-year plan provided to the 
court is for immediate equipment needs and the replacement 
of the Corinth Fire Department building due to age and use. 

The only exception is the implementation of an ambulance 
that would be used in the Corinth area and operated by the 
Corinth Fire Department. 

The taxing district board created by the emergency services 
taxing district is comprised of seven people, including three 
appointed by the fiscal court, two elected land owners within 
the taxing district and two elected fire fighters that are land 
owners within the district. 

Regardless of what the outcome of the vote would have 
been, the fiscal court ultimately would have to decide the fate 
of the taxing district.

Tem Barton knew the perfect way to 
get her eighth-grade students involved in 
a leadership project. 

The Williamstown Jr. High School 
teacher and her students will be gathering 
supplies for packages for the Fisher House 
Foundation, an organization that provides 
a “home away from home” for military 
families to be close to a loved one during 
hospitalization for an illness, disease or 
injury. 

A representative from a Fisher House 
in Cincinnati recently came to speak with 
the students to explain how the organiza¬ 
tion works. 

There is at least one Fisher House at 
every major military medical center, 
annually, the program serves more than 
17,000 families. 

The foundation has made available 
over four million days of lodging to fam¬ 
ily members since the program originated 
in 1990. 

By law, there is no charge for any fam¬ 
ily to stay at a Fisher House operated by 
the Department of Veterans Affairs; and 
Fisher House Foundation uses donations 
to reimburse the individual Fisher Houses 
operated by the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force. 

“I hadn’t heard of it before, which is 
sad to think that such a great thing nobody 
knew about,” said eighth-grader Maggie 
Walters. “My brother is in the Army and 
it’s really good to know that if something 
did happen to him we’d be able to see 
him, especially with the economy being 
the way it is. I think this is our little way 
of giving back since they give so much 
for us.” 

Barton has personal experience with 
the Fisher House Foundation after her 
19-year-old son, Richard Barton, a Lance 
Corporal in the Marines, suffered a life- 
threatening injury in a freak accident 
while cleaning out a building scheduled 


for demolition in California. 

A large fire extinguisher meant for a 
humvee discharged in Richard’s hands, 
lifting him off his feet and onto the 
ground. 

“I was told it was essentially like he 
was hit by a truck,” Barton said. “He 
lacerated his liver in two places and 
cmshed his pancreas. Later, we learned 
that his pancreatic duct was also cmshed. 
He was airlifted to a trauma center in San 
Diego. His particular injury is rare and we 
are still uncertain of all the ramifica¬ 
tions.” 

Barton’s son spent four weeks at a 
trauma center and then he was transferred 
to Balboa Naval Hospital for a week 
before coming home to Kentucky for a 
month. 

Barton made the trip across the coun¬ 
try to be by her son as he recovered. 

“When I first arrived, I had a friend 
pick me up and I stayed with her,” she 
said. “However, her house was over an 
hour from the hospital. When we spoke 
with various officials in his unit, they 
asked where we were staying. They put 
us in touch with the family resource 
supervisor and she was wonderful. She 
arranged everything. When she told me 
our stay at the Fisher House was free, I 
was a little leery. How nice could it be if 
it was free? It was beautiful.” 

The home feature a private bedroom 
and bath, a large kitchen, laundry room, 
family room, dining room, living room 
and an outdoor patio complete with a 
grill. 

“They even provided our laundry 
soap,” Barton said. “It was a humbling 
experience - the generosity of others.” 

Barton stayed at the Fisher House for 
two weeks, saving her an estimated 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Richard is currently back at his duty 
station in Camp Pendleton, Ca., where he 
is restricted to light duty. 

Doctors will monitor him with MRIs 
and monthly visits and reevaluate him in 


six months. 

Barton said it is important for her stu¬ 
dents to recognize the needs of others. 

She intends to use the leadership proj¬ 
ect to raise awareness of the Fisher 
Foundation, as well as raise some money 
or collect items that are needed at the 
Fisher House in Cincinnati. 

“That’s the great thing about young 
people - when you give them a challenge, 
they will try to meet it,” Barton said. “I 
have had students ask me if they could go 
home and write a letter to one individual 
they learned about. I had one student ask 
me if she could make her own welcome 
bags to take. Many students suggested a 
field trip to visit the Fisher House in 
Cincinnati and to help them do something 
like bake cookies or plant flowers.” 

Eighth grader Collin Davis said he 
thinks the project is great. 

“I realize the importance of the mili¬ 
tary and I always hear about how they are 
having trouble, which I think is insane,” 
he said. “They should be our first priority 
considering they are the ones keeping us 
safe. (The Fisher House) helps them in 
case they need it and their family needs to 
see them.” 

The student-led project can also use 
assistance from the Grant County com¬ 
munity. 

Anyone who would like to donate 
items for care packages for the Fisher 
House can drop them off at the 
Williamstown High School office. 

Items needed include liquid laundry 
detergent, fabric softener sheets, paper 
towels, Lysol spray, fast food restaurant 
gift cards, travel-size shampoo, condi¬ 
tioner, toothpaste, toothbmshes, puzzle 
books and hand soaps. 

“I think it’s so important to instill in 
our children to be kind and helpful to oth¬ 
ers, so they will grow and be kind and 
helpful adults,” Barton said. “It’s not 
something that can be taught out of book, 
it is the experience, the doing, that inspires 
them to continue.”

“It’s a new realm of nervousness 
because I’m embarking on something 
new,” she said. “I was kind of sur¬ 
prised that I did win, but grateful that 
I won. I’m feeling a little bit over¬ 
whelmed with the new responsibili¬ 
ties.” 

Rogers has five children, three 
who attended Dry Ridge Elementary 
and graduated from Grant County 
High School, a senior at GCHS and 
a second grader at Crittenden-Mt. 
Zion Elementary. 


Rogers said she had thought about 
running in the past, but the final 
straw was when the school board 
recently proposed the possibility of 
a 4-percent tax increase. 

She voiced her opinion on the tax 
hike at a school board meeting. 

The board eventually decided not 
to raise the tax, Rogers said. 

“It made me think, ‘I have a 
voice. I can bring something to the 
table,” she said. “So, I decided to 
run.” 

Not surprisingly, Rogers said her 
focus as a new board member will be 


on finances. 

“(My priority) is getting the 
financial end under control so our 
focus is on the children and not the 
luxury that so many people want,” 
she said. “With today’s economy, 
everybody is having to cut back and 
do without some luxuries. I think the 
schools need to focus on what they 
are there for. They’re there to edu¬ 
cate children and prepare children 
for when they graduate high school 
so they can pursue whatever it is 
they want to pursue. Spending money 
frivolously needs to stop.”

“His dad said he was real excited 
when he found out he was going to 
get to go shopping,” said Grant 
County Sheriff’s Deputy Bobby 
Webb.

While some of the children took 
awhile to select items, others knew 
what they came for. 


Sgt. Robert Reed of the 
Williamstown Police Department 
helped a young lady shop for a coat. 

“What kind do you like?” asked 
the father of two girls. 

“’’Not a girlie coat,” she replied. 

Marianne Smith, director of Dry 
Ridge Elementary School’s Family 
Resource Center, assisted with a stu¬ 
dent from the FMD program. This 
was her second time to participate. 

“I think it’s as meaningful for the 
adults as it is for the kids,” she said. 

Grant County Sheriff Chuck 
Dills said between $250 and $300 
was spent on each child. 

Wal-Mart gives a discount and 
makes a donation to the program 
and Edwardois Pizza provides a free 
lunch. 


Half the money is usually spent 
on clothes, with the remainder being 
spent on games and toys. 

School personnel chose which 
children participate. Police officers 
are given the name of the child they 
will be partnered with. The officers 
pick up the child in their cmisers 
and take them out for a morning of 
shopping. 

The program assisted 22 children 
this year, but sickness kept two of 
them at home. Dills said officers 
made sure those two children 
received gifts. 

“We couldn’t do this without the 
support of the community,” Dills 
said. “People and businesses are 
what make this happen year 
after year.”
